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Six Weeks to Go 


Six weeks to go until the November election, close 


observers believe it will take a whirlwind of change for 


the Republicans to score their goal in the campaign for 


the United States Senate. They need to pick up seven 
seats to create a deadlock of 50 50 and give Vice Presi­ 
dent Agnew the opportunity to cast a tiebreaking vote 


and snatch control 
when 
the Senate organizes 
in 


January. 
Because the Senate has caused President Nixon con­ 
siderable trouble by challenging his constitutional au­ 
thority to terminate the Vietnam war in a manner that 
he believes will cost the fewest American lives and pro­ 
duce the least harm to the South Vietnamese, he is par­ 
ticularly anxious to see his party take control. Also, he 
has had to defend his authority to prosecute the war he 
inherited from a Democratic administration against in­ 
roads of hostile Senators, particularly J. W. Fulbright, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee, and 
Stuart Symington, chairman of a powerful sub committee. 
Of the 35 Senate seats at stake in the fall election, 
25 are held by Democrats and 10 by Republicans. Those 
who follow politics closely believe that as of this writing, 
the Republicans would win 10 seats, the Democrats 22 
and three would be too close to call. Nominations in 
all states but two were completed this week, except 
for Florida’s run-off primary Sept. 29 and Hawaii’s pri­ 
mary Oct. 3. Four primaries were decided last week. 
In view of the tardiness of the nominations, it is too 
early to forecast the outcome of the general election. 
There is also the impact the Vice President is making 
in the Southern states, the Mountain, the Border and 
some Middle Western states. 
He has just begun his 
“give ’em hell” campaign and is drawing huge audiences. 
Six weeks to go, the expert’s prophecy of 10 22 3 is fair, 
but it can change either way as October bares the 
strengths and weaknesses of both parties. 


“ A Ca ll fo r Co o pera tio n'” 


Let’s be honest about it. President Nixon's message 
to Congress to complete his legislative program, re­ 
peated orally and in person to a rare meeting of the 
leadership of both parties in the two houses of Congress, 
is an exercise in what bureaucrats call building a case. 
Though labeled “A Call for Cooperation.” there can be 
little cooperation in what remains of the life of this Con­ 
gress. because of the election. 
The best that the President can hope for is passage of 
the necessary appropriation bills to enable him to op­ 
erate the many branches of the government—and a very 
limited number of meaningful bills, in the few weeks 
that remain before the target date for adjournment. 
Even if Congress is brought back after the election, as 
Majority Leader Mike Mansfield has threatened to do. 
he does not envision anything more than a very much 
emasculated program being completed this year. 
In one sense, it may be just as well that there is 
little chance of more legislation this session. For just 
about every bill carrying fiscal expenditures is sent to 
the President with so much more than he asked for, 
that his budget surplus has already vanished, and he 
will wind up with a budget very much in the red. 
The President recognized the accomplishments of the 
tax reform and the postal reform, but the tax bill is al­ 
ready insufficient for the current spending, and the 
long-run effect of the postal reform on its cost and effec­ 
tive service are yet to be determined. Mansfield hopes 
for action on housing and urban development, the anti- 
crime bills, and welfare reform, but once the Senate 
launches on a debate, there is no telling when it stops 
for action. It is in the midst of such a debate now on 
the reiorm of presidential elections. Other business is 
sidetracked. 


V a ca tio n a nd Stress 
A Norwegian expert on leisure says the five-day week 
is absurd, for it creates a weekend that is injurious to 
health. The scramble to get out of town weekends and 
back again tends to make it as strenuous as work, says 
Odd Bjerke, chairman of a medical study committee 
that found weekends produce stress, not rest. In this 
country, often a man welcomes work as a rest from 
his vacation. 
The same Norwegian authority says that people don’t 
get the time on their vacations that they need for it 
to be pleasurable and healthful. The standard vacation 
in Norway, fixed by law, is four weeks. The new study 
suggests the vacation be stretched to five weeks for 
people reaching 40, six weeks for those of 50 and seven 
weeks for 60-year-olds. Shift workers, regardless of age, 
would get a longer vacation still. 
Bjerke said that the committee realized that its pro­ 
posals present practical difficulties, because production 
and business had to keep running. He would spread 
vacations over the whole year. That’s fine, but he 
doesn’t say where the money is coming from, to pay 
for the additional manpower to relieve the vacationers. 
That is the nub of the matter.

Burn Accidents Ea sy to Prev ent

“ Of all the accidents, the 
burn accident is the easiest 
to prevent, just by doing two 
things: 
setting 
up 
a 
safe 
environment 
and 
practicing 
safety procedures.” declares 
safety 
expert Dr. 
Irmagene 
Kevins Holloway. 
“ Unfortunately 
it 
usually 
takes 
a 
tragedy 
to 
make 
people 
safety conscious, 
to 
focus on the need for doing 
something.” 
adds 
the 
first 
woman to

York University. “ The key to 
the whole thing is prevention. 
Recognize* a 
hazard, 
know 
what to do about it and then 
do it.” 
Dr. Holloway, form erly with 
the

devotes most of her tim? :o 
fire prevention. She lectures 
and writes extensively on the 
subject 
and 
is 
consumer 
consultant on fire safety lor 
Owens . Corning

Corp. 


“ Everyone's for safetv but 
most people think the accident 
is 
g oi ng 
to 
happen 
to 
somebody 
else.” 
says 
Dr 
Holloway. 
“ I 
think' 
every 
woman would do everything 
humanly possible to protect 
her fam ily. But she doesn t 
realize how easily fitvs ian 
start and she doesn’t know 
what to do to prevent them.” 
Dr. 
Holloway 
considers 
creating a safe environment 
elemental. This means using 
fire retardant fabric*, espec­ 
ially 
drapes 
a nd 
cur­ 
tains, and 
leaving 
clear 
traffip 
lanes 
through 
the 
house for quick exit. In ad­ 
dition she 
advocates 
teat 
every fam ily develop its own 
fire safety plan and actually 
hold 
drills 
that 
involve 
learning 
two 
escape routes 
from each room in case one 
is blocked. 


There 
should 
also he 
an 
assigned place for the fam ily 
to meet, to avoid the tragedy 
of someone 
losing 
his 
life 
going hack into a building to 
rescue a person who is ac­ 
tually already out. 
“ Make a game out of it for 
the 
small 
children,” 
she 
advises. 
“ They 
won’t 
he 
frightened if they realize they 
w ill know just what to do 
While parents 
don’t, 
want 
youngster to be neurotically 
afraid of fire, they must make 
them aware of the hazards. 
t “ In some cases,’ 'she adds 
“ it's better to spank a ch.Ids’ 
little bottom than 
have 
his 


clothes catch on fire. Better 
to 
have 
him 
emotionally 
scarred anyway.” 
She thinks consumers should 
demand flame retardant cloth­ 
ing from manufacturers, es 
pecially for the most burn- 
prone age groups, under 5 
over 65. 
“ The youngsters are curious 
and don't realize the danger. 
The 
elderly 
are 
getting 
forgetful and taking things for 
granted.” she notes. "They’ve 
been doing this sort of thing 
and getting by with it for 5<l 
years but they're not as quick 
as they once were.” 
Dr. Holloway aiso offer* ad 
vice 
on 
what 
to 
do 
if 
clothing should catch on fire: 
“ L ay 
down 
and 
roll. 
If 
* possible take a heavy rug or 
coat (not nylon) wrap around 
the body 
beginning 
at 
the 
neck. Under no circumstances 
run, as this fans the flames 
and causps deeper burns. 
Some 
other tips 
on fire 
safety: 
When 
striking 
matches, 
close 
box 
and 
strike away 
from 
body. 
Never 
toss 
a 
lighted match away. 
Use large, 
noncombustible 
ashtrays, never plastic ones. 
When emptying, 
make 
sute 
all tobacco and matches are 
out and sprinkle with water 
Never smoke 
in 
bed. 
You 
might fall asleep. Remember 
toxic 
gases 
may asphyxiate 
you before the heat wakes yoi 
up. 
In putting out a fire aim 
the water or extinguisher at 
the base of the fire where 
flames start. It is material 
rather than flames tha* shouic 
be smothered and drencned. 
In case of an electric cr 
gas fire ‘turn off source of 
heat, then smother flame with 
baking 
soda, 
which 
should 
always be kept handy for use 
Never smoke when spraying 
the hair or using polisn ot 
polish remover. 
Be sure all appliances carry 
the Underwriters L aboratory 
Seal of Approval. Don’t put 
cords under carpets or around 
nails. 
Have 
an 
adequate 
number of outlets. 
Dr. Holloway, a native ol 
Kansas 
who 
now lives 
in 
Arlington, 
Va.,
